It 1* a principle of medical teaching 
that those recently ffurcesafully vaccin¬ 
ated do not readily take smallpox, how¬ 
ever much they mar be exposed to the 
disease. It ia on this account that doc¬ 
tor*. nnfses and hospital attendants 
••scape In dealing with smallpox sus¬ 
pect* health official* everywhere act on 
this .accepted prfnHple and release from 
quarantine those who are thus protected 
against the disease after the period of 
incubation has elapsed from time of ex : 
pifU^re t * a case when they were not 
ra prot-'Tied. 

Although case* occurred here ten or 
twelre day* after arrival of the steam¬ 
er. by that time the large majority of 
the passenger* were protected, since 
vaccination afford* prretection the eighth 
day after the operation is performed. 
The occurrence of new rases after that 
!*ine la not held to necessitate a longer 
period of detention for those thus pro¬ 
tected. 

The few passengers on whose arm# 
the v a ccin a tion waa not at Arid suc¬ 
cessful were held for a furtW period 
of detention, aa these /versons were not 
protected by successful vaccination 
when the first new case* developed, and. 
therefore further case# might be looked 
for among these persons. This. Indeed, 
proved to be the fact: the new cases 
appearing among the passenger* thus 
detained. Of course there are other cir¬ 
cumstance* wtrch have a bearing on the 
|M*ri'**l o r detention* such as the stage 
of the disease when new cases were 
isnfcited. directness of exposure of cer¬ 
tain persons or parties, etc., but these 
need not he gone into. Natural sympa¬ 
thy with those detained, as InferrM hy 
your correspondent, however, enter* not 
at all into the calculation of the number 
of days derated necessary to hold sus¬ 
pects.
